HERBERT M. MARTIN has been named dean 
of the School of Chemistry at A.P.I., to succeed 
the late Dr. C. L. Hare, who died on October 27. 
The new dean, a member of the class of ’14, 
has been ‘serving as acting dean. 


Dean Martin was originally a Floridian. He 

came to Auburn with the intention of taking up 

_. chemistry as a life career. After obtaining his 

B.S. and M.S,’ degrees here, he did further grad- 

uate work at both the University of California 
and the University of Colorado. 


Since 1916 


He has been associated with the School of 
Chemistry since 1916, at first holding the posi- 
- tion of instructor, then as assistant dean, and 
lastly as acting dean. Dean Martin is the sixth 
to head the 75 year old School. Those who have 
served in the past are John Darby, Dr. William 
Stubbs, Dr. N. T. Lupton, Dr. B. B. Ross, and 
the late Dr. C. L. Hare. 


Dean Martin is married to the former Lan- 
nie Steadham, an alumna of A.P.I. One of their 
sons, H, M. Martin, Jr., ’42, is now in the adver- 
tising and promotion business in Birmingham, 
Ala. Their other son, John Bruce Martin, ’43, is 
a candidate for a Ph.D. degree in chemistry at 
Ohio State University next March. 


The new dean is a member of Phi Lambda 
Upsilon, Phi Kappa Phi, and Sigma Alpha Ep- 
silon social fraternity. As a Rotarian and mem- 
ber of the Auburn City Council he had a hand 
in doing much progressive work for the town 
of Auburn. He was a member of the old Vil- 
lagers Club, which later became the Auburn 
Rotary Club. He has served as president of both 
of these organizations. 
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Dr. Fred Allison 


DR.. FRED ALLISON, complimentary member 
of the Alumni Association, has been named 
dean of the Graduate School and director of 
the Auburn Research Foundation, to succeed 
Dr. Russell S. Poor. The dean-elect will assume 
his new duties January 1, 1949. 


Dr. Allison joined the Auburn faculty in 
1922 as head of the department of physics. He 
will continue as head of this department in 


addition to his new position as graduate school 
dean. 


Renowned as“a teacher, scientist, and phy- 
sicist, Dr. Allison was born in Glade Spring, 
Va. He received his A.B. degree from Emory 
and Henry College, and his M.A. and Ph.D. from 
the University of Virginia. He also studied at 
Johns Hopkins and the University of Chicago. 


Discovers Two Elements 


Dr. Allison is known throughout the field 
of physical sciences for his development of the 
magneto-optic method of chemical analysis by 
which he discovered the existence of two ele- 
ments, Alabamine and Virginium, the heavy 
isotope of hydrogen. 


After this discovery, he was awarded an 
honorary D. Sc. degree at A.P.I. Earlier, he re- 
ceived the President’s and Visitors’ Research 
prize at the University of Virginia, and in 1933, 
the Charles Herty Research Medal. 


Accepts Appointment 


In accepting the appointment, Dr. Allison 
said, “I am aware of the heavy responsibilities 
which I am to assume and at the same time en- 
couraged at the prospects of challenging op- 
portunities for larger service. President 
Draughon has done me a signal honor and I am 
deeply appreciative of his confidence implied 
in this appointment. We are undoubtedly en-

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NEXT TIME YOU settle down in an easy chair 
with a piece of cake in one hand and a glass of 
ginger ale in the other, give a kindly thought to 
the very busy man who’s now responsible for 
ginger ale in general. 

He’s Roy W. Moore, ’10, president of Cana- 
da Dry Ginger Ale, Inc. Although Mr. Moore 
now heads Canada Dry, he was born and reared 
deep in the heart of Georgia. But 14 when he 
entered A.P.I., Mr. Moore here studied electri- 
cal engineering, a curriculum which he then 
planned to turn into his life career. 


Sidetracked to Harvard 

He was sidetracked to Harvard, though, 
where he obtained a second degree, that of 
LL.B., in 1915. During the interim between leav- 
ing Auburn and entering Harvard, Mr. Moore 
took graduate work in engineering at Cornell 
and worked in a power house for a year. 

“My fondest memory of Auburn,” Mr. Moore 
Says, “was Auburn itself, the calm, secure at- 
mosphere of the place. It was, of course, the 
men of Auburn who made that atmosphere, 
Dr. Thach, Doctors Ross, Petrie, Dunstan, Wil- 
more, Southall, Crenshaw, Shi, Dr. Drake, and 
many others. The character of these men is 
what stands out most in my memories of Au- 
burn.” 


Baseball His Sport 


Mr. Moore played baseball at API. in his 
Sophomore, junior, and senior years. He now 
believes that this one activity, out of all his 
college activities, has aided him most in his 
career. 

“I learned the competitive spirit,” Mr. 
Moore added, “—how to compete and still be a 
gentleman. It helped a lot, too, in the matter of 
estimating the qualities of others. All this is a 
Breat asset in running a‘company. — 

“I still enjoy watchitrg baseball above all 
Sports. But I would still rather play than 
Watch!” 

And the. competitive ‘spirit which Auburn 
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G. H. CARLOVITZ, ’19, professor of electrical 
engineering, arrived in Auburn on the morning 
of Jan. 6, 1914, and inquired of the first person 
he met, a student in uniform, who is now one 
of our deans, Herbert Martin, his directions to 
the college. Student Martin, then a senior in 
Chemistry, gave freshman’ Carlovitz a very de- 
tailed explanation of how to find Samford Hall, 
as though he were explaining a chemical re- 
action. 


Works in Power Plant 


Prof. Carlovitz was informed that he didn’t 
have the proper units to enter college, but he 
Went ahead anyway and signed up for courses. 
He was working his way through school and 
Secured employment with the water works and 
Power station. In those days, the college owned 
them and Supplied the whole town with water 
and electricity. Lights went out promptly every 
hight at 11 o’clock and any studying done after 
that time was by oil lamp. The “burning of the 
Mid-night oil” had real meaning then. 


\ Saturday Night Baths 


The engineer on duty in the power house 
ould not shut down the engine until the one 
@nd only water tank was full of water. A gong 
located in the engine room would indicate when 
the tank was full. On Saturday nights it would 
», Hecessary to run the engine until two or 
three o'clock Sunday morning. It was very evi- 
Gent that most students and townfolk were 
taking their weekly bath, 
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engraved upon Mr. Moore’s character has serv- 
ed him well. A young, recently married attor- 
ney, he re-entered Macon after graduating from 
Harvard and practiced law there until 1929. For 
10 years he was Georgia’s prosecuting attorney, 
and he also labored as local counsel for the 
Central of Ga. Railway Company. 

In 1929, Mr. Moore came to New York to 
enter the Trust Department of the Guaranty 
Trust Company. Five years later he became 
executive vice-president of Canada Dry Ginger 
Ale, Inc. He became president of Canada Dry 
in April, 1935, and has retained that position 
ever since. 

Affiliations 

Mr. Moore is a member of the Union League 
Club of New York, the Apawamis Club of 
Rye, N. Y., and the Fairfield Country Club of 
Fairfield, Connecticutt. During World War II 
he served as a member of the National War 
Labor Board. 


He has held numerous important business 
posts, including directorships of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, the New York 
Board of Trade, and the Association of Gro- 
cery Manufacturers. Mr. Moore has also been a 
director of the YMCA, of the Council for De- 
mocracy, and of Junior Achievement, Inc. 

Mr. Moore’s duties as president of Canada 
Dry involve various aspects. He has to be a 
combination businessman and engineer, econo- 
mist and statesman. All that relates to the con- 
duct of a worldwide business is upon his should- 
ers; he must have a working knowledge of “eco- 
nomics, labor relations, finance, engineering, 
construction, advertising, and merchandising.” 

The Moore Family 

One year after graduating from Harvard 
Law School, Mr. Moore married Nona Stewart 
Shaw, also from Macon and an alumna of Wes- 
leyan College there. When there is time—and 
if there’s anything the president of a gigantic 
company lacks, it’s time—Mr. and Mrs. Moore 
drop down to Macon and visit their friends in

that vicinity. Their last visit to Macon was in 
November. 


The Moores’ children are grown-up. Nona 
Stewart, named for her mother, is now Mrs. 
V. V. Baker, of Greensboro, N. C. Incidentally, 
she is the mother of twins, a boy and a girl. 
Josephine Shaw, the younger daughter, is now 
Mrs. John W. Red, of Charlotte, N. C. Roy W. 
Moore, Jr., is head of Canada Dry’s engineering 
department.

Chemical Work 


Since he had taken a lot of chemistry 
courses, he secured work one sumimer with the 
State Chemical Laboratory, analyzing feeds 
and fertilizers. A great deal of his first three 


and one half years in school was spent in firing 
boilers and operating the power station. 


Joins Navy 


After the first term of his senior year, Prof. 
Carlovitz joined the Navy while the war was 
in full swing. He spent his*hitch doing electri- 
cal work, and was discharged 13 months later. 
In 1919 he returned to A.P.I. in time for the 
second term. 

He was not allowed to graduate in June bo- 
cause the amount of work he had done ‘re- 
quired more than four years to complete. Un- 
perturbed by his lack of a degree after so much 
work, he returned to Auburn on a scholarship 
to work on his M.S. 


Gets Master’s 


In the spring of 1920, he took his examina- 
tions, which were oral, for the five years’ work. 
The examinations, the professor continued, 
went on for hours, but it seemed more like 
years. This ordeal out of the way, he was 
awarded his master’s or professional degree, as 
it was called in those days. He received it in 
1923. 


Prof. Carlovitz stayed on at Auburn as an 
instructor in the mechanical engineering de- 
partment until 1922, when he went to Vander- 
bilt University to teach electrical engineering 
subjects. From there he went, in 1926, to Louisi- 
ana Polytechnic Institute and stayed there as 
an instructor until 1928, when he returned to 
A.P.I., where he has been ever since. ve

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ANNUALLY ABOUT THIS TIME, as the new 
year approaches, nearly everyone is inclined to 
pause a moment and glance back over the pre- 
ceding months to recall various incidents which 
have filled up these 12 months. Some people 
even go further, as far.as foretelling what the 
future may bring, but in this business of writing 
sports, that would be strictly taboo. But with 
your permission, I would like to recall to your 
minds some of the highlights of this year 1948 
A.D., athletically speaking. 


January 

The big story of January, when basketball 
and wrestling were going strong, was neither 
of these two sports, but football.

In basketball, Coach Danny Dovle’s quintet 


were the pride of the Plains, as they scored 


several fine victories in January. Highlighting 
their play was a 52-41 win over a previously un- 
beaten Georgia team. 

Coach “Swede” Umbach and his wrestling 
team were also busy during the month posting 
an enviable record. Their record for January 
Was six wins against only one setback, that to 
the powerful Navy Academy of Annapolis. 

February 

It was cold on the Plains in Febraury, but 
the basketball and wrestling teams were red- 
hot. The cagers, paced by Williams, Mobberly, 
Brawner, Langford and Duncan, played out- 
standing ball, finishing fourth in the Confer- 
ence, trailing qnly Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Tulane. 

In wrestling, Auburn’s team swept to four 
more victories, and topped off the season by 
winning the SEAAU: championship. 


March 

With the coming of March baseball entered 
the picture, and Coach Danny Doyle continued 
to turn out winning teams, as the Tiger nine 
soon made it very evident that it was a tough 
customer for any SEC team to handle. It was 
left up to a young 18 year old pitcher, Willard 
Nixon, to steal the headlines. On his first as- 
signment he set a new SEC record by striking

Nixon con- 
tinued to pitch and bat the Tigers to victory 
after victory, with Hill, Williams, Thomas, Gil- 
bert, and Brause playing fine ball. 

The track team won two of three sduel 
meets, routing both Mississippi State and Geor- , 
gia, and losing a thriller to Florida, 65 1/3 to” 
60 2/3. The golf team finished a perfect sedson,; 
while the tennis team. chalked up six wins in 
eight matches, bowing only to Georgia Tech 
and Florida 

May 

The ntonth of May brought a finish to Au- 
burn’s baseball and track season. The baseball 
Tigers *won the Eastern Division title, but lost 
to the Western Division leaders, Mississippi 
State, in the playoffs. In the SEC track meet 
in Birmingham, Auburn made a surprisingly 
strong showing, fiinshing second to LSU. Lead- 


ing Auburn in this splendid performance were 
Overton, Carley, Pennington, Payne, Brnilo- 
vitch, Walker and Wood.
